We do not find that the printed rules of the board upon the subject are 
sufficiently applicable to existing conditions to afford a rule of guidance in the 
matter. These rules provide for an annual examination of candidates “ equiva- 
lent to that upon which teachers’ fourth-class certificates are issued,” and the 
issuance of tickets to those found qualified, “commencing with the one who 
stands highest in scholarship, and continuing in the order of their rank,” 

It is evident that these rules contemplate a single examination into which 
all applicants for admission must enter, and the issuance: of certificates of 
admission based entirely upon the results of such examination. This method 
has not been pursued for many years, the system in vogue throughout the exis- 
tence of the present committee, and for years before ils appointment, or that 
of the present principal of the High school, or superintendent, being to deter- 
mine 69 out of a possible 100, by the record of the pupil throughout his or her 
course through the High school, and to determine the remaining 35 per centum 
by an oral examination addressed largely to consideration of the physical and 
kindred qualifications of applicants for the profession of teaching.

No rule having been, perhaps, authoritatively fixed during the currency of 
the last school year, the committee are inclined to recommend, to prevent the 
possibility of unfairness or injustice to any that, for the next ensuing school 
year, all persons shall be admitted to the Normal school who would be entitled 
to such admission either under a rule of pro rata distribution among the sey- 
eral branch schools, or under a rule of admission according to rating, without 
reference to the school from which the pupil comes.
